a. Fab A : Included here is the latest SSC1 draft Title I, 
dated 2 February 1978. he are reviewing this to identify changes 
and areas where other provisions should be inserted to reflect 
our views . 

b. Tab B : Provided here is the SSCI draft Title II which 
w r as distributed and commented on earlier this week, with 
handwritten notations indicating changes made by the SSCI in 
producing a clean 2 February 1978 draft. I believe the annotated 
version will enable you to more easily identify changes the 

SSCI staff has agreed to make thus far. In a meeting with 
the SSCI staff on 2 February 197S, representatives from OLC 
and OGC discussed additional Agency concerns (based in part 
on your previous comments) with Title II; it is expected that 
some of these will be reflected in any later SSCI draft (s). 

c. Tab C : Provided here is the earlier SSCI draft CIA 
title (formerly Title IV, now Title III since IV will be FBI 
and V will be NSA) with annotations written in to reflect SSCI 
staff changes reflected in a 2 February 1978 draft. Here 
again, I think this annotated draft presents a clearer picture of 
the changes made to date by the Committee staff. Included also 

is a memorandum for the record of the 31 January 1978 meeting with 
the SSCI staff to discuss the CIA title, which included discussion 
of the concerns raised by your offices. We are providing additional 
comments to the SSCI staff on the Agency title.
